THE CHINESE QUESTION 
AGAIN. 

On Tuesday morning we had occasion 
to refer to the fraud the Government 
aro endeavouring to perpetrate upon 
the working classes of this community 
hy the passage of the Chinese Tax Bill 
in a shape which the Attorney-General 
himself admitted was liable to be dis- 
allowed at Ottawa. We showed that 
we had never swerved from the posi- 
tion taken by this paper many years 
ago with reference to the necessity of 
taxing Chinamen and of taking such 
measures respecting that undesirable 
class of people as would have tho eflect 
of stopping entirely the influx of Mon- 
golians into the country. "We challenged 
the Standard "to produce a single lino 
or article from the columns of The 
Colonist in favor of the class of persons 
of whom the Bill treats." Yesterday 
tho Standard came out with a leader 
upon our article. Did it answer our 
challenge ? Of course not. ' We chal 
lenged tho Standard to deny, if it could, 
that in the month of August, 1875, it; 
published "a leading article upbraiding 
The Colonist for championing the cause 
of whito laborers." Did it answer that 
challenge? No. We also challenged 
our contemporary to deny that it at 
that time (August, 1875,) championed 
tho Chinamen and in comparing them 
. with white laborers made out the pig- 
tailed Celestial to be infinitely the 
superior of the white man. That 
challenge, however, liko the others, the 
Standard found it convenient to forget 
to answer. Instead of replying to us, 
meeting argument by argument, and 
endeavoring to show that we were 
wrong in our premises or conclusions, 
it resorts to its old and well-tried mode 
of attack — general abuse. The very 
hackneyed charges cf a personal nature, 
which aro brought out on every occasion 
when its very limited stock-in-trade of 
reason and right has been run down 
from its usual condition of short allow- 
ance to absolute exhaustion, were made 
to do Huty again. We expected the 
article in our contemporary would have 
endeavored to show that we were wrong 
in charging tho Government and their 
extensive Chinese-labor-employing sup- 
porters with endeavoring to frustrate 
their own avowed object of taxing 
Chinamen by preventing the Bill being 
so amended as to have removed all fear 
of its disallowance at Ottawa. We look 
in vain, however, for anything of the 
kind. It is true that near the begin- 
ning of the article in question the state- 
ment is made that the writer js pre- 
pared to prove by a convincing line of 
argument that it is equally constitu- 
tional with the Queensland Act. That 
statement made in the leading article of 
any ordinary paper of creditable stand- 
ing would have been a hopeful sign 
that the question at issue was going at 
once to be dealt -with ; but the simple 
wight who would expect anything of 
the sort from the Government organ of 
the day in this Province would be 
egregiously mistaken. What follows 
the statement referred to ? We glance 
over the column for three-quarters of 
its length before we arrive at a single 
allusion to the merits of either the 
Queensland Act or the Act just passed. 
Instead, we are charged with attempt- 
ing to blackmail a mythical Ah Sin. 
We predicted when we learned that the 
member for Comox (Dr. Ash) was de- 
sirous of having the Chinese Tax Bill 
amended, that notwithstanding the 
fact that the doctor had been a promin- 
ent co-worker with the party of which 
tho Standard is the organ, his opposi- 
tion to the measuro would be attributed 
to unworthy motives ; that, in short, lie 
would be charged with having been 
bought by the Chinese. So correct 
were we in our estimate of the measure 
of the men we referred to that our pre- 
diction was literally verified by the 
Premier, the Attorney-General and in-' 
troducer of the Bill, rising in his place 
in the House and openly charging the 
opposition the doctor was giving the 
Bill to the fact that "he had been wait- 
ed upon by his professional brethren — 
the Chinese doctors in this city. " And 
that is the only defence that has been 
made of the measure, either in the House 
or out of the House. He who dares to 
say that the Bill might have been and 
ought to have been framed in a differ- 
ent manner in order attain the desired 
object, the crushing of the Chinese evil, 
is met, not with argument, but with 
charges of being "bought." We repeat 
tho challenges we made on Tuesday, 
and we reiterate that wo would have 
preferred to have had a better Bill pass- 
ed ; but as that could not be obtained 
we now desire that the Bill should be 
allowed at Ottawa, The principle of 
exceptional taxation of Chinese will 
then be established and the objection- 
able features of the measure which we 
have before pointed out can be removed 
next session, when their manifest in- 
justice to white persons has been made 
plain by the practical working of tho 
Bill. 

CA N THIS BE Til UE I 



It is rumored about town, and be- 
lieved by many, that the new Govern- 
ment are in a serious financial quanda- 
ry. It is asserted that having pledged 
themselves to lift tho taxes from real 
and personal property at the close of 
the current year the head tax on Chi- 
namen was conceived for the purpose 
of meeting an anticipated financial de- 
ficit • that the estimate of revenue in- 
cluded $45,000 as the product of this 
tax • and that tho Government since the 
passage of the Bill have learned that 
steps will be taken before the Courts 
here to resist the collection of the tax. 
This information, it is added, has na- 
turally taken the Government entirely 
by surprise and shattered their financial 
superstructure. The calculation was 
that while tho constitutionality of the 



Bill was being determined at Ottawa 
they could quietly scoop up a consider- 
able sum from the tax and throw the 
onus on the Ottawa Government of dis- 
allowing the Act. The proposition to 
test the legality of the tax without go- 
ing beyond the limits of the Province, 
and thus prevent the collection of a 
single dollar, is supposed to have so 
disconcerted the Government that the 
Estimates will have to be framed on a 
now basis. Hence tho inability of the 
Government to bring down the Esti- 
mates on the day set, and the adjourn- 
ment from Tuesday until Monday. 
The rumor is a serious one, indeed, as 
it atFucts the credit of tho Province, 
and should tho events foreshadowed 
bo realized, they will render the 
raising of another loan impossible ; 
for it must bo plain to every one that a 
Government who base their estimates 
on revenue tho collection of which 
tho chief member of tho Govern- 
ment says he fears is unconstitu- 
tional, can scarcely be consider- 
ed the proper custodians of the monoy 
of English capitalists. As the credit 
of the Province is at stake we must ex- 
press tho hope that the rumors aro not 
truo. But tho extraordinary course of 
tho Government in delaying tho Esti- 
mates and claiming an adjournment, 
give color to the story. 

EUROPEAN. 

The Austrian armies continue their 
advance into Bosnia. The resistance 
offered to their progress is feeblo and 
desultory and has so far been overcome 
with apparent ease, but not without 
considerable loss. Tho Bosnians avail 
themselves of the rugged character of 
their country to occupy the heights and 
defiles and pick the invaders oil' from 
well-sheltered nooks and crags. It 
cannot be denied that an exchange of 
masters was not what the Bosnians and 
Herzegovinians bargained for when 
they revolted against Turkish rule. 
They struck for Slavonic independence. 
Tho decision of the Berlin Congrsss has 
disappointed them and their resistance 
to the Austrian rule is readily account- 
ed for. The Austrians, pressing on to 
the goal, will overcome the insurgents, 
and will convert the country into Aus- 
trian states, greatly to the dissatisfac- 
tion of their Hungarian subjects, who 
view with distrust an increase of the 
Slav population of the empire. .

McDame Cheek, July 14th. 
Editor Colonist : — What I wrote 
you before about Walker's Creek is 
confirmed, and it will not turn out any- 
thing like what was expected of it. 
Most of the old claims round here are 
paying fairly well. The deep diggings 
look uncommonly healthy, and, indeed, 
there is no doubt that the days of shal- 
low diggings are numbered so far as 
this immediate district is concerned, 
but there is a grand future before it if 
the deep diggings turn out what is ex- 
pected of them and what the few com- 
panies that have got into bed-rock lead 
one reasonably to expect. There have 
been no new strikes and no excitements 
up to the present and miners have been 
working their old claims steadily in- 
stead of rushing about as they were 
last year at every new report. Proba- 
bly aSTnuch or more dust will be taken 
out this year than last. 

QUARTZ. 

This appears to be a great country 
for quartz. You pick up pieces all 
over the country and at a place called 
Quartz Creek and all round it there are 
no end of veins visible ; but none of 
them seem to extend any distance and 
they are too much broken up and too 
scattered to offer much inducement to 
prospect. I have heard, however, that 
a ledge has been discovered not more 
than 60 miles from the head of steam- 
boat navigation which can be traced 
for a distance of 7 miles, and two old 
Cariboo miners, named Murdoch and 
Adler, aro about to proceed to prospect 
it. I will endeavor to procure and if 
successful will forward you a sample of 
it.

One of the great troubles here is the 
want of good and frequent postal com- 
munication with Victoria. At present 
there is one monthly mail which ends 
at Laketown. What is required is a 
mail by every steamer that leaves Vic- 
toria.' It should certainly be sent as 
far as this creek, as there are some 80Q 
miners here and ' on the surrounding 
creeks. W.

jj^Stanilsaus, an Indian, charged with hav- 
ing in his possession a bottle containing an 
intoxicant, was lined §10 or one month's 
imprisonmont with hard labor. 

Peter, an Indian, charged with being 
drunk and disorderly, was lined 85 or 14 
days' imprisonmont. 

Thomas Jackson, charged with being a 
suspicious character, was remanded for 
two days. 

Ah Chong, a Chinaman, charged with 
being a vagrant, was lined §26 or three 
months' imprisonment with hard labor. 

John Daudry, charged with having at- 
tempted to escape from the chaingang 
on Tuesday last. 

Edward Truran, aworn, said ho was 
chief convict guard ; about 4:20 p. m. yes- 
terday witness fired a blast on the new 
road to tho public schools: the chaingang 
wore standing on Fort street; just prior 
to firing the blast a lady drove up in a 
carriage and the guard asked her to stop 
till after it was fired; after the blast had 
exploded witness ordered the prisoners to 
stand on one side of tho road and the lady 
drove by at rather a fast trot; as she was 
passing near where the prisoner was stand- 
ing ho jumped into the phaeton with her; 
bIio scroamed out and the prisoner then 
tried to tako the reins from her; witness 
called on guard Rogers several times to 
firo at the prisoner. In tho confusion tho 
lady had pulled tho horse to tho left hand 
side of tho road; witness then camo up 
alongside tho plueton when tho prisoner, 
who had obtained possession of the reins, 
was hitting tho horso and trj-ing to make 
it go; witness stopped the horso and or- 
• ^lored tho prisoner to get out and go back 
to tho gang; was about 45 feet from tho 
prisoner when ho jumped into the phio- 
ton. 

A. W. Rogers, boing sworn, said he was 
a convict guard; saw the prisoner in the 
chaingang on Tuesday last; after leaving 
off work tho gang was halted at the top 
of Fort street when a blast was fired ; wit- 
ness then ordered tho gang to stand on 
one side of tho road to allow a lady to 
drive past in a phooton; while she was 
passing the prisoners one of them, John 
Daudry, got into tho phtcton ; saw him 
struggling with tho lady; could not fire at 
tho prisoner because ho was so closo to 
tho lady; when tho plueton camo noar 
witness tho horso nearly stopped; the 
prisonor at that time had hold of tho reins 
and whip; pointed tho gun at tho prison- 
er's head, who got out and returned to tho 
gang. , 

Edward Giffin, sworn, stud in answer 
to tho prisoner that ho saw a man stop the 
horse; saw Mr. Truran get into tho bug- 
gy; heard no* orders given to stop the 
gang, being somo 80 yards away. 

Tho prisoner said all he wanted was a 
drive out into the country and back. He 
was too much a gentleman to have at- 
tempted to hurt tho lady. 

His Honor committed tho prisoner for 
trial at the next A ssix.c s. 

Thk Electric Light. — The San Fran- 
cisco Call says. — The Brush-Gramme 
electric light is used for illuminating pur- 
poses overy night at tho Palace. No gas- 
light horetoforo employed has been half 
aB effectivo as the four englobed jets that 
aro swung from the glass-encased roof of 
the court-yard. A day or two ago the city 
was under a solar eclipse, an eclipse that 
covered three-fourths of tho sun's surface. 
Tho ono-fourth of the solar effulgence that 
straggled to us was still sunlight, and not 
to bo mistaken for the full moon. There 
was a ghastlincss of effect that had no 
similarity with gaslight at street corners, 
or a blaze of light from burners in rooms 
profusely lighted from the street mains. 
Tho electric lights are a trifle less in in- 
tensity compared with sunlight, oven ob- 
structed by planetary law, but they are 
sufficiently strong to cast deep shadows be- 
hind tho columns that front the galleries of 
tho Palace, and any one whoso eyes have 
normal powers may read tho smallest news- 
paper print without difficulty, whether on 
tho top gallery or on tho basement.

Before help could reach 
both the childron were drowned. 

Revision and Appeal. — The Court of 
Revision and Appeal for the district of 
Victoria sat yesterday at the Police Bar- 
racks, Mr. C. Todd presiding. Several 
appeals wero heard and the court adjourn- 
ed till to-day. 

The Committeo appointed by the House 
to inquire into the condition of the civil 
sorvico in this Provinco will hand in their 
report on Monday next. It will prove of 
moro than ordinary interest to tho public. 

Grouse aro coming into town in great 
. number, and tho markets are as well sup- 
plied as usual. For the willow variety 
62J cents, and for tho blue variety 75 
cents per brace arc asked. 

Funeral. — The funeral of the late M. 
Realis took placo from his rosidenco 
yestorday, the' cortege proceeding to 
St. Andrew's cathedral thence to the burial 
ground. Tho hearso was followed by a 
largo numbor of citizens who hold tho de- 
ceased in high esteem. 



Nanaimc. 

[From the Free Press, August 14th.] 

Extonsivo bush fires are raging through- 
out the entire district. A very largo one 
is devastating tho country between the 
Wellington and South Wellington railway, 
and the works on tho latter railway aro 
Baid to be in imminent danger. Anothor 
large firo is also raging in the vicinity of 
Diver Lake. If tho high winds of the past 
few days continue, the citizens will have 
to take somo steps to prevent tho fires 
spreading to this city. Up tho Nanaimo 
River and on Gabriola and Nowcastlo 
Islands largo fires aro burning. Tho wholo 
country is enveloped in smoke and tho 
ashes aro borno on tho wind into tho 
heart of this city. Mr. S. Waddington, 
on the Wellington Road near tho Mill- 
stroam, came very near losing his house 
and barns on Monday night. On Sunday 
morning Nanaimo had two narrow escapes 
from fire. First, about 5 o'clock somo 
rubbish between Mr. Hall's stable and tho 
fence adjoining tho rosidenco of Mr. Hil- 
ton on Chapel street was found to be on 
fire. Between 8 and 9 o'clock tho same 
morning lire was discovered on tho roof of 
Jesse Sage's residence, Front street. Both 
fires were extinguished before they had 
dono much damage. 

WliDo Mr. T. E. rock, Sub-Collector of 
Customs, and his eldest- son Bortio, wero 
driving along tho road just beyond 
Mossrs. Quennell & Voalo's farm in Cedar 
District on Saturday morning, tho buggy 
came in contact with a log hidden among 
the ferns on tho road. The buggy wua 
instantly overturned and the occupants 
thrown out, Mr. Peck unfortunately under 
tho buggy, whilo the lad escaped from it. 
Mr. Peck retained his hold on tho reins 
and cheeked the horses. His boy thou 
got a piece of wood, and using it as a lever, 
raised the broken buggy high enough to 
allow the Collector to extricate himself. 
Mr. Peck is considerably bruised, but not 
seriously, and will lie about in a few days. 

Mr. J. Spratt, of the Albion Iron Works, 
Victoria, is constructing a 40 horse-power 
double engine for tho South Wellington 
Mine. Tho cylinders aro 14 inches in 
diametor, with 4 feet stroke. This engine 
will bo used for tho double purpose of 
raising and lowering cars in the shaft and 
on tho incline. 

The bark Don Nicholas and ship Mari- 
anne Nottebohm aro loading for San 
Francisco at tho Vancouver Coal Co.'s 
wharf ; tho bark Marmion is taking in a 
cargo of Wellington coal and the bark 
Whistler has also arrived for a cargo. 

ITe'w 'Westminster District. 

Guardian : — Ourrcspccted fellow-towns- 
man, Mr. A. H. McBrido, has received 
his commission in duo form as Warden of 
the Penitentiary, and will, no doubt, be 
at once placed in a position to assume tho 
duties. . . . A very serious forest fire is now 
raging at or near Port Moody, and a large 
quantity of valuable timber is being de- 
stroyed. Herald: — It appoars that cer- 
tain parts of tho asylum fence are not 
high enough. Ono of tho patients got 
over last Saturday, and camo down town 
to consult a lawyer. Ho was persuaded 
by Mr. Bole to go quietly back.... A 
boom of logs, belonging to Messrs. Foster 
Bros., was broken up by tho sea near 
Point Grey, on Monday last, while on its 
way to the Inlet in tow of the Maggie.

Sinco the embargo was placed upon tho 
Island land, the rich valleys of tho Fraser 
havo received large accessions to their 
population, and havo progressed accor- 
dingly, but thoy have now received a 
very chilling check. In the Provincial 
Legislature, wo are pleased, to note that 
Dr. Ash and Jas. Abrams Esq. , (Member 
fortius District) havo moved for a "ro- 
ivirn of all correspondence between the 
Dominion and Provincial Governments 
in referonce to tho paralyzing rail way (?) 
reservo on tho East Coast of Vancouver 
Island." This, wo trust, i3 only the per- 
liminary step towards determined efforts 
to "raiso" this long-time embargo. No 
reasonable grounds can bo advanced for 
any longer retaining it ! Tho steels rails 
landed at Esquiniialt and Nanaimo, for 
the lino botween thoso two ports,— after 
rusting for several years, aro boing romov- 
od, as fast as steam and wind can do it, to 
the foothills of tho Cascade Rango of 
mountains on tho Mainland. This action 
can only have ono moaning ! And that is 
that tho Federal authorities have repu- 
diate their agreement to construct and 
run tho Nanaimo Esquimalt Railway. Tho

CANADA. 
Ottawa, Aug. 13. — The Orange riots 
lust evening were of ascrious character. 
Tho Young Britons marched to Lower 
Town, and at the noma* of Sussex and 
York Bfcrwta they wero met by a num- 
ber of Union men who made somo U* 
suiting remarks at which the Britons 
opened fire on them, but injured no one 
of tho crowd. A quiet, inoffensive 
old man named Giles, a Protestant, got 
a stray shot in the leg, and another man 
named Marks was wounded in the arm. 
When about a hundred shots had been 
fired the Britons marched down St. Pa- 
trick street in a body, shouting and 
hooting like demons and keeping up a 
continuous fire. Here they wrecked 
the Villeneuve House whore a dance 
was in progress, shooting several parties 
and beating others, with rocks and 
stones. Father Moller's house was 
also attacked and tho windows broken ; 
but none of the inmates wero injured. 
Larocque's Hotel was next demolished, 
the proprietor being struck with a stone 
and severely cut in the forehead. The 
crowd then marched up Dalhousie street, 
where other parties were shot or wound- 
ed with stones. Tho police followed 
them from the start a&fl made soreml 
arrests ; but did not succeed In break- 
ing up the gang until they reached the 
corner of George st'oet. The wounded 
are as follows •• Policeman McKinna, 
shot in tho leg ; Kelly, fractured skull ; 
P. Conway, brutally beaten ; North- 
wick, shot in arm ; Taylor, shot in tho 
head; Giles, shot in the leg ; Larocque, 
cut over the right temple ; Marks, shot 
in the arm ; a man named Williamson 
had his hand riddled with bullets ; an- 
other named Christian was shot in the 
arm. Several other parties were shot, 
but the results are not yet ascertained. 
With the exception of Kelly nono of 
the wounded aro considered dangerous. 
The arrests made are : Andrew Foster, 
Charles Ennis, Fabian Larocque and 
Isadore Larocque.

The state of affairs in Germany must 
be sad, indeed — at least so far as poli- 
tics are concerned. An old Germau- 
American, who has been abroad about 
six months, but is at present on his way 
back to this country, writes us from 
Hanover: — "I have been very much 
disappointed in Germany. There is no 
public opinion here and no expression 
of public opinion. Every one has his 
eyes directed toward tho State, viz., 
Bismarck; and expects from him all the 
blessings that aro to como. Nothing is 
heard horo but the following: — The 
Stato must take the matter in hand; 
the Stato will tako care of it; the State 
must stamp out the Social Democracy 
with iron and steel; the State has too 
long permitted the Socialists to grow 
over its head; tho Stato must now face 
tho monster, else all will be lost. This 
is tho language one hoars everywhere. 
When in a saloon or hotel some loyal 
individual drinks to the health of the 
Kaiser and somo one present does not 
take off his hat or join in tho hurrah, 
he is at once collared as a Socialist, 
kicked into tho street by tho guests, 
and arrested by the police. A perfect 
terrorism prevails hero, and nobody 
dares even to find fauh with tho im- 
mense number of arrests made almost 
daily for insults to his majesty. Every- 
thing is dumb and silent. 

ANXIOUS TO COME HOME. 

It would be well for the Voksblatt 
and other German-American papers to 
impress upon all Germans about to leave 
for their fatherland the importance of 
prodding themselves with passports, or 
at least thoir citizens papers. A sharp 
lookout is boing had for all German- 
Americans, and they are all being an- 
noyed in all possible ways. Nobody 
should roturn to Germany who has not 
in time past fulfilled his military duties. 
The moment he puts his feet on German 
soil ho will bo collared by a policeman. 
Citizen or no citizen, the oiie owing 
military duty is at onco put into mili- 
tary clothes, from which he will find it 
extremly difficult to extricate himself.

In a small 
place near Frohn-hausen a gendarme 
has obtained a letter denouncing a well- 
known resident of the place for words 
spoken disrespectfully of the Govern- 
ment.
